George C, Wallace thefirstthird 
party candidate to get on the 
presidential ballot in all 50 states 
holds Important implications for 
his future and that of American 
politics far beyond the impact it 
will have Nov. 5, 


In a 6*3 decision Tuesday the 


court ruled that Ohio cannot Im- 
pose "unequalburdens" onsmall 
parties in the form of stiff elec- 
tion regulations unless there is 
a "compelling state interest." 


The Immediate effect was to 


put Wallace's name on the bal- 
lot In one of the largest electoral 
states and one where Republican 
nominee Richard M. Nixon is 
leading in most public opinion 
polls, 


Although likely toattractsome 


conservative votes from Nixon. 
Wallace also could be expected 
to bite into labor votes that 
might have gone to Democrat 
Hubert H. Humphrey. 


Wallace generally is consid- 


ered to have some strength 
among blue collar workers in 
the state's big Industrial cen- 
ters, especially Akron and Cleve- 
land. 


Although there have been no 


independent published surveys of 
Wallace strength. Estimates by 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 


range from 10 to 25 per cent 
statewide, and much higher in 
some counties including Akron. 


Ohio has 26 electoral votes. 
By getting on the ballot in ev- 


ery state Wallace has accom- 
pliched something that the high- 
ly popular Theodore Roosevelt, 
the well-regarded Robert M. la- 
Follette and the controversial 
Henry A. Wallace were never 
able to do. 


State laws have Inhibited it 


since the Republicans blotted 
out the Whigs In pre-Civil War 
days. 


But now the one-man, one-vote 


Supreme Court has decided that 
it, instead of the states, is the 
final judge of qualifications of 
voters.

"Mr. Rickey foresaw expansion. Pie knew it had to come 


because of the population explosion. His idea was the Con- 
tinental League. At first it would have been stocked with 
Triple A and Double A players. In four years or so they 
would have reached major league caliber. Then you would 
have had, what, 200 more major leaguers. 


"Now 
the majors are stumbling along with inferior teams. 


It's like calling your wife one evening, 'Honey, I'm bringing 
two more guests for dinner.' She says, 'But I only prepared 
for the six we already had invited.' 'Well,' the man says, 
'throw some more water in the soup.' 


"O.K., you've got more soup. But it's not any better. 


Right?" 


It certainly seems that way. And the new teams, San 


Diego, Montreal, Kansas City and Seattle, are starting with 
cracker crumbs. They hardly hold enough water for tea, let 
alone diluted soup. 


Baseball owners are avidly open to new ideas, provided 


the ideas are not any more modern than from Paleozoic days. 
And this puts Frank Lane in a stew. 


"Any 
time I see something good," said Lane, "I'm the first 


to accept it. Even if I have to steal it. I've always been 
that way, even when I was a sports editor years ago in Cincin- 
nati. 


"1 had the greatest pair of scissors in the business. 
I 


clipped all the star columnists—Grantland Rice, Frank 
Menke. Damon Runyon—and cut off their names and pasted 
mine on. My staff turned out the best copy in town. And the 
most copy. And we were a one-man staff. Me. My editor 
said, i don't know how you do it, Frank—and I don't want to 
know ' 


But the baseball owners didn't want to take Rickey's ideas 


ior their own. They were so smart they didn't need the best 
baseball brain around. But they're beginning to appreciate 
him now.

pated in two AFL All-Star games. In his AFL tenure, he was 
primarily a guard who doubled up occasionally as an offensive 
center. 


A week after he joined the New Orleans expansion team 


last fall, the first week in November, Jerry was the regular 
left tackle on the offensive unit, and he hasn't been budged 
yet. 


In December, he jousted head-to-head with Ordell Braase, 


an 11-year veteran having his greatest season with the Balti- 
more Colts, and Jerry was awarded a trophy as the Saints' 
"blocker of the week" 


"The only difference I see between the leagues," said Jerry, 


"is in the quarterbacks. They got more good ones over here. 
In the AFL, you got (Joe) Narnath and (John) Hadl, and then 
you start scratching." 


But in the actual match-ups along the front wall, Jerry can 


scarcely recall the names of the men against whom he has 
butted his helmet since he joined the Saints. Braase was 
simply "that old guy with the Colts."

Exhibit A in the rapprochement: Jerry Sturm, regular offen- 


sive tackle of the New Orleans Saints. 


The official guide of the Saints—price $1—archly suggests 


that Jerry is a second-year man, but covers itself with an 
asterisk. The explanatory footnote adds, "Has additional pro 
experience." 


He sure does. Jerry is 31, fast approaching 32, and after an 


afternoon of pounding heads on the forward wall, you could 
call him a grizzled veteran. His corn-blond hair hangs in un- 
manageable strands, there's a gap where a couple of front 
teeth used to be. and in the late afternoon the light beard has 
penetrated the skin of his face. He started playing professional 
football, in 1959, with the Calgary Stampeders of the Canadian 
League. 


But what makes Jerry extra special, and bolsters the argu- 


ment of parity between the National and American Football 
Leagues, is that he's an AFL castoff who's holding down a 
regular job in the sedate (sometimes pompous) older circuit. 


Jerry played six rigorous years in the AFL with the Denver 


Broncos, and part of a seventh with the Oakland Raiders, be- 
fore he was cut adrift in mid-season of 1967.

vice Advisory Board. It would 
add $3,741,300 a year to the U.N. 
budget. 


The budget advisory commit- 


tee also recommended that the 
assembly give him $1,356,800 in 
supplemental appropriations that 
would raise the final 1968 bidget 
to $141,787,750.

Wants Borneo 
Claims Before 
World Court

— The Philippines called 


on Malaysia again today to join 
In placing their rival claims to 
the Borneo state of Sabah be- 
fore the World Court. 


Philippine Foreign Secretary 


Narclso Ramos made the ap- 
peal In a policy speech before 
the 125-natlon U.N. General As- 
sembly. 


Earlier, Prime Minister Abdul 


Rahman told a special session 
of the Malaysian Parliament In 
Kuala 
Lumpur that 
tensions 


could be eased only If the Phil- 
ippines accepts Sabah as a con- 
stituent state of Malaysia. 


Ramos spelled out his govern- 


ment's 90-year-old claim to the 
formor British colony. He pro- 
duced a copy of a document 
signed in 1878 by the Sultan of 
Sulu, who ceded part of the ter- 
ritory that became Sabah In 
1963 to the British. The rest of 
the former Sultanate of Sulu Is 
now Philippine territory. 


Asserting that his government 


would continue to press Its 
claim, Ramos assured the as- 
sembly that it would do so "only 
by peaceful means." 


"Territorial disputes have 


been the cause of soma of the 
bloodiest wars In history," said 
Ramos. "The Philippines as a 
party to a territorial dispute 
now comos forward to fore- 
swear any recourse to violence 
and affirms instead that it Is 
prepared to argue Its case be- 
fore a competent tribunal and to 
accept without reservation the 
judgment of that tribunal." 


He said Malaysia should have 


nothing to fear from a court rul- 
ing If its case is as sound as It 


claims. 


Malaysia says Sabah Is part 


of its territory and it won't en- 
tertain any challenge to its sov- 
ereignty. 


Ramos is to meet Malaysian 


Deputy Prime Minister Tun Ab- 
dul Razak In Tokyo after Oct. 
22, but Razak said they will dis- 
cuss easing tensions between 
the two governments and not 
Sabah. Although Malaysian offi- 
cials insist Sabah is not negoti- 
able, the meeting was seen as a 
break In the diplomatic stale- 
mate that set In when President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos of the 
Philippines signed a bill Sept. 18 
claiming Sabah as Philippine 
territory and Malaysian Prime 
Minister 
Rahman 
suspended 


diplomatic relations with the 
Philippines.
